KISSED IN THE STREET. 
Husband and Wife Arrested by a Boston 
Policeman. 


BosTor, Mass., May 23.—A good many queer 
things are done in Boston, but the latest 
oddity was the arrest last night of a man and 
his wife for kissing each other on the street. 
The policeman whose finer sense of the pro- 
prieties of life led him tojarrest the couple was 
Patrolman Maguire. The culprits were Mr. 
and Mrs. Earl Noyes. That is the name they 
gave in court, but as the young couple move 
in the best society in East Boston, and as the 
husband is a prominent boot and shoe dealer, 
their real names were not given. Mrs.Noyes, 
as she called herself,is a handsome young 
woman, and those who saw her in court this 
morning did not blame her husband for kiss- 
ing her, even onthe street. But they were 
not on the sidewalk; they were in a doorway 
waiting foran East Boston car. They had 
been visiting a friend and had remained until 
alate hour. As there appeared to be no one 
in sight, Mr. Noyes put his arms around his 
wife and kissed her three or four times. 

Policeman Maguire, who had been standing 
in a doorway on the opposite side of the 
street, saw the kissing and interposed an ob- 
jection in the name of the law. Mr. Noyes 
very properly told him it was none of his 
Dusiness and refused to ‘‘move on’’ when 
ordered to do so. That made the policeman 
mad, and he arrested husband and wife for 
disorderly conduct. In court Lawyer Pelton, 
who conducted their defense, characterized 
the arrestas the most outrageous act ever 
performed by a policeman. 

Is it a crime, he asked, for a man to 
kiss his wife on the street? If people are to 
be arrested On such trivial matters as this it 
won't be safe fora man and woman to walk 
together.’’ 

Judge Burke said that he did not think the 
arrest an outrage, as the fact of their kissing 
each other on the street was certainly an un- 
unsual action to the officer, who did not 
know their relations to each other. He 
thought it would have been better for them 
to have deferred their kissing until they had 
reached their home, but it certainly was not 
a criminal act for them to kiss each other on 
the street. He ordered their discharge.

JACKSON AND CORBETT WILL NOT GET 
THE FULL PURSE. 


Bets Declared Off—Conviction. of a Prize 
Fighter in Ohio—St. Louis Loses at 
Boston—Racing and General Sporting 
News. 


The action ofthe California Athletic Clab 
Directors last night inawarding Peter Jack- 
son and Jim Cornett $2,500 apiece for their 
Dattle Thursday night and a purse of $7,500 
for a match in the future, on some date to be 
set by the men themselves, meets with 
general approval. In fact the only objec- 
tion urged is that the club was 
a little too generous in their allowances. If 
they had decided to give the men but $1,500 
@ piece, a little more than enough to pay 
them for their time and training expenses, it 
would probably have been more satisfactory 
to the general public. People have tired of 
seeing men pitted against each other for big 
purses, making draws of contests without 
either man being punished, and dividing the 
money between them. There have been 
too fights of this kind of 
late and the public want to see a 
fight when a large purse is offered. The only 
way to make men fight is to give them to un- 
derstand that the battle must be to a finish 
and that in the event of a draw, neither will 
be paidanything. The athletic clubs will 
secure much better contests when they adopt 
such rules. 

While Thursday night’s battle was a very 
scientific one, it was not very creditable to 
the contestants, that two 19-pound men 
fought in a ring for over four hours with- 
out either being able to hurt the 
other. Jackson claimed that his 
shoulder played out, and Corbett that his left 
arm was rendered helpless by repeated 
punches he received on it in warding off 
blows. Not a knock down was scored in the 
entire contest and neither man was marked. 
Blood was very scarce. Each man gives the 
excuse that he did not want to take any 
chances as he wished to protect his friends 
who had money beton him. Thatis the ex- 
cuse given by every pugilist who en- 
gages in a  fasco. Their friends 
are tired of being placed under constant 
obligation by this method of protection, 
and the public is tired hearing this tale. 
What the friends and backers of pugilists 
want isa man who will take a few chances 
and win some money for them instead of 
giving them all this worriment over a wager 
which in the end gives no return.
